Any Captain, Major, or Lie tenant-Colouel, 
may be rewanled by promotion to Brevet rank 
for distinguished service in the Field, on the re 
commend ition, as at present, of the General Com 
manding-in-Chief. 

‘The names of Officers above the rank of Cap- 
tain who have already retired, or may hereafter 
retire from the Service on full pay, are to he 
tained in the Army List in italics; and Officers 
now on the retired Full Pay List, or hereafter re- 
tiring upon full pay are to receive a step of Brevet 
rank, but such Offizers cannot he further promoted. 

2 One of the provisions of the Royal War- 
rant is, that “ the Commands of General Officers 
and other situations on the Staff, both at home, 
and abroad, shall not be held for more than five 
years unless by re-appointment.” ‘This rule already 
obtains in the Service as regards General Officers 
on the Staff ; and we have now resolved that it 
shall Le extended, as in Her Majesty's Service, to 
all other situations in the Staff and on detached 
employment. 

3. Immediate effect will be given to portions 
of the above arrangement by the promotion by 
Her Majesty of Officers to. complete the establish- 
ment of General Officers for the three Presiden- 
cies, and of tho Officers now retired on fall pay 
who are to receive a step of Brevet rank. 

4, Your Government will forthwith promote to 
be Colonels the Lieutenant-Coloncls entitled to 
that advantage. 

5. In making these promotions, time of ab- 
sence beyond sea, on furlough, or sick certificate on 
leave ranted, will not be allowed to reckon as a 
part of the three years’ service, except aliscnee on 
account of wounds received in action, or from ill- 
health contracted Ly service with an Army in the 
Field, which must be duly certified by the report 
of a Medical Board, when each cise will be se- 
parately exainined, In all other cases the tine of 
absence of the Officer before he has completed the 
required three years’ service as Lieutenant-Colonel 
will be deducted, so that the Officer shall have 
actually served ‘that time before he be promoted 
to the rank of Colonel. 


6. Having considered the position of the 
Lieatenant-Coloucls now in the Services who have 
held that rank for three years and upwards, it has 
been resolved that the above rule shall not be 
applied in its fall strictness to them ; but that the 
circumstances of each case and the length and 
causes of absence shull be taken into consideration, 
and the proper deductions, if any, from their time 
of sorvice be made accordingly. 

7. We leave it to the Governor General of 
India in Council to specify in General Orders the 
Officers on the Staff or other detached Military 
employment, in which service as Ligutenant-Colo- 
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vel shall, from the date of the promulgation in 
General Orders of the present arrangement, be 
eld equivalent to actual Regimental Command as 
ieutenant-Colonel im qualifying Olficers to be 
promoted to Colonel. 

4. The Commissions of Colonels to all Lieu- 
teaant-Colonels qualified according to the arrange- 
tent now communicated, by three years’ service 
ag Lieutenant-Colonels, on the 28th November
